GENERAL BRAGG, AND HIS 
TROUBLES. 


San Francisco will shortly welcome, ex 
soute from “Hnvans to Hongkong, the 
gallant soldier and veteran’ «f tho Civit® 
War, Genoral Gragg’ Tho general is not 
travelling for his health, We believe, in 
fact, that he is quitting Afavana with re. 
luctunce, and with approach. Hongkong 
with dissatisfaction, But .he has been 
given the choice oither of leaving the 
Havana consul-generlship for home or for 
Hongkong, aad he hus chosen tho lattor 
alternative, 

The present transfer grows out of the 
general’s indiscretion somo months ago. 
Consul Bragg, it may be remombered, is 


“| the man who confided to his wify in a letter 


that ‘ Uncle Sam might as well try to make 
a whistle out of a pig's tail as anything oub 
of the Latin race.’ That was a sad wit- 
ticiam for the genersl, For, when Mrz 
Bragg, up in Fond do Lae, Wis., road that 
| Strenuous phrase, it struck her as too good 
to keep all to herself. So‘she put on her 
best black silk, we may helieve, and took 
tliat fateful letter excursion 
threagh the homes of the leading womon 
of Fond du Lue, Wis. That night these 
favored ladies told their husbands. _ Next 
day the genorals’s witticism enlivened the 
columns of the Found du Lac Evening ‘Ex- 
tra, nnd next moring the country ut large 
had it for breakfast. After due diplomatic 
delay, also, Minister Squiers at Havana 


on oan 


received a formal call from a polite gentle- 
man (of tho Latin race), wha7* requested. to 
be informed,’ and who intimated—oh, vory 
| politely, indeed—that _porhaps General 
Bragg might 20 leaving Havana soon, 
And sa ‘he is—for Hongkong, 

The world would like-to know the con- 
tents of the next letter which went from 
Havana to Fond du Lac. 

Apart from the opinion itself, oxpressed 
by General Bragg, the reference to the uaa- 
ful but odorous pig wus ningularly unhappy. 
The word, in Latin tongues, is peculiarly 
effective—if you. want to fight. Coupled! 
in any way at all, with the-name-of even 4 
mikl Latin gomigman, it will bring the 
temperature of his blood up to 212 degrees: 
Fahrenheit, with astonishing cclority. 
Tncidentally, it may secure you a small but 
important aperture in tho left cardiac 
regions : 

Among all tho colonels and majors and 
generals who have shown an fatal a facility 
in saying the wrong thing at the wrong time, 


Goneral Braz must be awarded the prize. 
Hongkong. a8 President Roosevelt has 
doubtless taken into consideration. is nine 
thousand miles from Fond. du Lac, and 
mails are slow and infrequent. Besides, 
Goneral Bragg may be testy, and somewhat 
disrespectful of Chinese ‘mandarins without 
precipitating any diplomatic difficulties. 
Also any reference to’ pig-tails would. be 
quite too commonplace to attract attention. 
As for tho British, their hides’ are thick. 
and o fine, crusty old veteran,’ whose com- 
ments on affirs are rather picturesque and 
forcible than-accurste and well-considered, 
will probably causo thom no disquiet. 

General Bragg is-famons for his forth- 
right methods. Inthe Civil War he was 
the brave and gallant lvader of the famous 
Iron Brigade. As‘ minister to Mexico-he 
made a ree rd for getting things done 
though not elwnys according to precedent. 
‘Besides being «fighter, ha ia an orator, and 
a phrase frumbis speech in the Chicago 
convention of 1888. is famous. He was 
supporting Olovcland. against the bitter 
opposition of Tammany, and, in an impas- _ 
sioned sppeal, amid tremendous en- 
thusinsm, exclaimed :. * ‘Ve lave him—for . 
the foes that ho has made.” 

Bragg’s late‘xchiavement in the. gentle 
art-of making onemies renders the ex- 
pression pertinent to himself. Gover 
ought te retam the compliment. 

But in regard to making confidential 
comments on the Cubans in domestic lettors,. 
Genoral Bragg should ponder on the pro- 
found eaying of Louisa the Eleventh—that 
ywhen 8 wiso man. feels. ay irresistible: 
impulse to blu something that ‘he “hadn't 
oughtor, he should not toll it to his wife, 
but tell it to his nighteap—and then burn 
his nightcap.—Sun Francisco Argonanl.
